Claim 1 is novel over D1-D5 



2 . I nvent i ve s t ep : 

D2 is regarded as the closest prior art. It is the only 
document in which pigment yellow 74 is the preferred 
pigment used (D2, page 5, paragraph 2) and a 
monoazoacet oacet oanilide compound bearing a sulphonic 
acid group is added as "pigment dispersant" or auxiliary 
pigmentary substance (D2, page 4, table, compounds A, B, 
C) . Ink jet inks, in particular, are pigmented therewith, 



The difference between D2 and the present claim 1 lies in

the component that bears the sulphonic acid group: said 
S03H group is found, in the D2 dispersants (which 
represent a P.Y. 74 derivative), in the acet oacet oanilide 
coupling group. 

The objective problem addressed can therefore be 
considered to be that of providing pigment yellow 74 
preparations with specific dispersants for use in ink jet 
inks . 

The subject matter of claim 1 solves this problem. 

D2 would basically prompt a person skilled in the art to 
use compounds based on pigment yellow 74 as dispersants, 
and to likewise bind the S03H group to the coupler 
component. D2 contains no definite indication of the 
specific dispersants as per claim 1. An inventive step 
can therefore be acknowledged in the subject matter of 
claim 1. This is also true of claims 2-8.
